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Sallll-E: Over Submarine Craters. 


Tho American bark Hesper has ar- 


rived from Kobe, after an excellent pas- 
sage of twenty-seven days, with a full 
cargo of tea and a graphic account of an 
experience with a submarine volcano, 
hot sea water and sulphurous gases. 


Captain Bodcrgren states that about 


0:45 a. m. on Oct. 28, while laying at 
anchor in Kobe, the bark received a sud- 
den shock that caused tho masts to strain 
.ind. creak. Bomo of the standing rig- 
ging snapped like a piece of twine and 
all handa were thrown from their feet. 
The vessel pitched heavily and caused 
one of the crosstreos to break from its 
fastenings and fall on dock. Tho waters 
became still an hour later and the bark 
put to sea. 


Eivly on the morning of Oct. 30, when 


about seventy-five miles off the Japan 
coast, the bark was almost thrown on 
her beam ends by tho sudden eruption 
of a submarine volcano. The water be- 
came so hot that when a sea was shipped 
on dock tho crow took to the rigging. 
The heat became so i.iteuse that the 
pitch in the deck was melted and the 
seams opened. 


"Great blasts of hot air with a strong 


sulphurous smell," said the captain yes- 
terday, "would como up from tho break- 
ing surface of tho ocean and almost suf- 
foctile us for the moment. Then the 
membrane of tho nostrils became irri- 
tated, causing us all to havo a fit of 
snoozing. This phenomenon lasted foi 
several hours. I havo had all I want of 
tho Japan side for somo time to como.'

James Mnrpliy, a Chica^oan, ia the 


latest to coma forward with a smoke 
consuming device. Rather, though, is 
it Mr. Hurpliy'ri plan to prevent smoke, 
and this he s-eemn to do very effectually 
by a patent arrangemont which he places 
on boilers and stoves. It is the idea to 
catch and burn tho gases that aro liber- 
ated from the coal before they form the 
smoke. Tho smoke itself, the inventor 
says, cannot be burned after it has once 
been formed, so ho burns the gases. 


The principle is that of taking air tip 


from the ashpit in a furnace through 
fire clay pipes to a hot air chamber 
abovo the grate bars. From here it is 
throvra from all four sides of the grate 
through a throe-quarter inch space which 
is loft open all around tho fire, tho space 
being partially ledged over with a "lip" 
that throws tho air across the furnace. 
Tho distribution of this hot air equally 
over the fire catches the gases from the 
coal before they are formed into smoke 
and ignites and burns them. 


Thus only about 20 per cent, of the 


usual amount of smoke contains no car- 
bon, 
is not dirty at all and ia white 


instead of sooty. Mr. Murphy demon- 
strates the principle of his device in a 
stove, whoro the results are more easily 
soon. The stove is fitted with three fire 
clay pipes on each sido to conduct tho 
air. Tho stovo burns any Iftnd of coal 
or rolto and from none of them can any 
'•moko bo seen to arise. The stove makes 
its own draft from tlxJ airbhaft. 
The 


fl.ujio burns inward and close to tho 
middle of tho grate. An examination 
of tho chimney shows no snioko going 
up.—New York Telegram.

THE ADMISSION OF UTAH. 


Senator Teller of Colorado, one of the 
i-t independent Republicans in tbe United 


States Senate, has introduced a bill for tbe 
•dmftsion of Utah as a sovereign State. It 
provides that all ptrsous quahfisd to vote 
lor members of the Legislature ate eligible 
for election to a convection to form a State 
Constitution, which convention shall meet 
in October next. 
The bill reciteg the usual 


provisions of the Constitution to be «dopted 
aofi further provides that it shall eecare 
perfect toleration of religious sentiment and 
prohibits the molestation of any person in 
the State on nccouut of bis religions wor- 
ship. All rights to tbe public lands are to 
be disclaimed by the SUtr, and November 
next i» fixed as tbe date for the ratification 
of the Coustitmion by the people. 


Utah has a larger popul ttiou and more 


taxable property than tbe States of IJuho 
and Wyoming combined, though both were 
admitted into tbe Union fur political pur- 
poses. Utah has been kept ia a Territorial 
condition for year*, became polygamy wag 
not only tolerated but countenanced by tbe 
Mormon Cburch. A few yearsago Mormon 
leaders renounced polygamy as a tenet of 
faith and more recently tbe por.ple of the 
Territory divided politically on National 
paity lines.

Court, a Republican, in an article in tie 
North American Review, saya there are 
prob-ibly 150.000 Mormous in Utah, mar y 
of whom ara nominally so.

Why M»ny Slioeo Are Not Mates. 
'1 wish there was a law to compel 


manutacturers to tie each member of a 
pair of shoes to it« mate," said a well 
known jobber to the writer a few days 
ago. "1 do not believe thera is a shoe 
dealer in the country bat that has lost 
customers, patience and money through 
the vexatious mismating of shoes. 


"Years ago all shoes were tied in pairs 


and tied together they remained until 
thoy were sold to the wearer. 
Then 


t;irtons came in and tying went out. 


"The old way was not as neat as the 


new, and it was supposed that the carton 
plan obviated the necessity of tying; but 
ii' you could see the amount of bother 
nnd trouble which comes from mismating 
m a store you would not wonder at my 
dissatisfaction. 
It frequently happens 


that goods become misplaced—a case ia 
overturned or several cartons are indis- 
criminately tumbled together. Then the 
matching and mating are hurriedly done, 
with the natural consequence of separat- 
ing the mates. 


"These goods go to our customers, and 


when the mismating is discovered the 
ci'.rton is sert back, often hundreds of 
miles, at our expense, and allowances 
demanded. 
I tell you the manufacturer 


ought to be obliged to tie each pair to- 
^"ther, carton or no carton, and I am 
thinking seriouslj' of demanding this of 
every manufacturer vrho makes goods 
fur us. 


"The tying can be neatly and quickly 


done by machine nowadays, and the 
benefit is so great that there is no reason 
why it should not become universal."— 
Boot and Shoe Reporter. 


Old Actors' Stage Fright.

OTHER OUT
